coins you may find a hnlf-dollur dated 
ISM, and hearing on its front side n 
uhwo resemblance to the half-dollars 
DOW in use, except that it has only 
thirteen-stars. 
If yon flncl apt* the 


back or reverse of such a coin the 
words "Confederate States of Amer- 
ica," handle it carefully, for it is worth 
six hundred dollars. It is not worth 
while to spend much time watching for 
lhes« coins, for only four of them were 
made, and two of those have disap- 
peared. 
Those four silver half-dollars 


were the only coins made by the eon- 
federate government, and they were 
struck in New Orleans. The confed- 
erates printed tons of paper money, 
but they could not, make coins because 
it was impossible for them to obtain 
gold and silver in large quantities. 


There was in ISiil, as there is now, 


only one mint in the southern states— 
the one in New Orleans. \Vhcn Loui- 
sinna seceded from the union the state 
took possession of Hint mint, and in 
February, 1SU1, it was turned {over to 
the confederate government. So the 
confederates hud all the machinery for 
making metallic money, but they hud 
not the metal. It was thought at fti-st 
thui there was enough gold and silver 
plate in the south to supply tho people 
with coins, and nil the old officers of 
the New Orleans mint were reap|K)int- 
ed by the confederates. 


In April of thiit year tho confederate 


secretary of the treasury gave notice 
that designs for a .silver half-dollar 
might be submitted to him, and from 
the designs sent in the one having on 
the obverse a Goddess of I liberty sur- 
rounded by thirteen stars, and on the 
reverse a 
shield with 
.seven stars, 


with stalks of sugar-cane and cotton 
entwined about it, was selected. 
The 


seven stars represented the seven states 
that, then comprised the southern con- 
federacy, and the thirteen sUirs repre- 
sented tho original states of the Amer- 
ican union. 


Tiie dies were made aud four of these 


coins were struck. Then came, an order 
from the treasury department suspend- 
ing operations l>ec;mse, enough silver 
could not be hiicl. 
Silver, and gold too, 


might have. l>ccn brought iu from other 
countries, but the federal government 
blockaded all the southern ports, so 
Unit vessels could not go in or out 
A 


great many vessels did go in and out, 
as you will remcml>er from your his- 
tories; but they did it at great ri.sk, and 
carried principally cotton going out, 
ami provisions in coming back. 


The four silver half-dollars, the only 


coins made by the confederate govern- 
ment, were of no nsi; for circulation, 
and from the fir.st they were only curi- 
osities. One of them \va:; .sent nt. the 
time to the confederate government: 
one was presented to Vrof. I'.iddle, of 
'the University of LiMiir.iiuiu; the third 
was sent to Dr. K. Ames, of New Or- 
leans, and the fourth was retained by 
l)r. !!. V. Taylor, chief coiner of the 
confederate 
government. 
MosL 
o 


these gentlemen are now dead, and two 
of the coins have disappeared. The 
other two are still in New Orleans, 
where they are very highly prized. 
The government's estimate of thei 
value is #(iUd each, but nodoubt it would 
take much more money than that to 
buy one of them. 


Hut there, is oni: real American coi 


that is worth more even than the con- 
federate half-dollar. This is the. famous 
1804 silver dollar, which is known ns 
"the king among rarities." 
It. is be- 


lieved that not more than seven or 
eight of these coins are in existence, 
nnd they are valued at one thousand dol- 
lars each. It is not .certainly known why 
the 1804 dollstrs'iire so scarce, because a 
great many of them were struck; but 
tlie.-e is a. story (which may he true aud 
may not) that almost the entire issue 
was for some reason shipped to China 
in one vessel, and that the vessel was 
lost. 
A coin-dealer l>onght.one of these 


dollars in lieriin in ISSf., and immedi- 
ately resold it in Philadelphia for one 
thousand dollars. 


Such prices as these for coins of the 


present century are entirely fictitious; 
that is, although the coins have noreii 
value, collectors nre willing to pay 
large prices for them merely on account 
of their'scarcity. Hut there are old 
coins that arc really worth great sums 
of money, for they are thenonly record 
that is left of certain periods of history. 
"If there were no other record of Ha- 
,}/;an," .laid Gibbon, the historian, "his 
career would be found written upon 
the coins of his reign." Old coins give 
us portraits of famous rulers, incident? 
in the history of nations, the costume? 
of long-forgotten peoples, heraldic em- 
blems, specimens of ancient architec- 
ture, and tell us many oilier vitluabl. 
things that we could not otherwise 
learn. Such old coin.s have a roui valtie. 
—Harper's Young 1'eoplc.

recently taken skins. 
T did not like 


the idea of their being so close tooui 
camp, but the boys laughed at me. I 
noticed there were about a tloy.cn of 
them and they had about sixty horses. 
Another thing that struck me was thai 
the dissatisfied buck rode a horse that 
had a cow boll around its neck. An 
old man named Morgan had a ranch 
near our upper camp and by not, very 
singular coincidence hud a milk cow 
that wore a bell. 


"That night Morgan came, over to 


the tent to discuss the arrivul of the 
Indians. 
He did not like their pres- 


ence, having been through one of two 
raides. 
He 
mentioned one 
occasion 


which ended in the death of fourteen 
Indians and tho battle occurred on the 
spot where he were camped. They 
were Platlieads, too. 
The conversation 


that night was full of Indian experi- 
ences. 


"The next day, as luck would have 


it, was election day. The Iioysall want- 
ed to vote and had to go to town to do 
il. 
1 was not of age and my heart sunk 


when they told me the.y would be gone 
over night and had decided to leave me 
in charge of the camp. 
I hid my fears 


but my spirits were not raised when the 
boys admonished me on leaving "to 
look out for Indians."
